Bible A Scrap of Paper Says 


Bryan in New Assault View 


Declares That Theory is Harmful As Well As Ground- 


less and That It Has No Support Either in 


Science or in the Bible 


Declaring that Darwinism has no 


support in the Bible, and that the 
heory is harmful as well 
as 


groundless, William Jennings 
Bry- 


an, in a. long statement to the New- 
York Times, gives in detail his 
reason for opposing evolution. Mr. 
Aryan's views, 
which originally 


,tirred 
up 
prolonged discussion 


when he appeared in Madison, hold 
that the American teachers of Dar- 
winism make the Bible a "scrap of 
paper." 
Mr, Bryan's statement'to 


the New York Times follows in full: 


I appreciate 
vour . invitation to 


present the objections to DiLrwinism, 
jr evolution applied to man, and 
beg to submit to your readers the 
fololwing: 
- . 


The only part • of evolution m 


which any considerable interest is 
felt is evolution applied to man. 
A hypothesis in regard to the rocks 
and plant life doe- not affect the 
•philosophy upon which one's life is 
built. Evolution applied to fish, 
birds and beasts would not materi- 
ally affect man's view of his own 
responsibilities except as the ac- 
ceptance of an unsupported hypo- 
thesis as to these would be used to 
support, a similar hypothesis as to 
men. The evolution that is harmful 
—distinctly so—is the evolution that 
destroys man's-- family tree as 
taught, by. the'Bible andmakes him 
a -descendant, of the lower forms of 
life. This, as. X shall try to show, 
is a very vital matter.. . 
/ 
'I deal with Darwinism because i* 


is a definite hypothesis. In his 
"Descent of Man" and "Origin of 
Species" Darwin has presumed to 
outline a family tree that begins, ac- 
cording to his estimate, about two 
hundred million years ago with ma- 
•ine animals. He attempts to trace 
mar.'s line of descent from his ob- 
scure 'beginning up through fish, 
reptile, bird and animal to man. He 
has us descend from 
European, 


rather than African apes and lo- 
cates our first ancestors ill Africa. 
Then he says, "But - why 
specu- 
late 1"—a very significant 
phrase 


because- it applies'to everything that 
he says. His entire discussion is 
speculation. 
Darwin's "Laws" 


Darwin set forth two (so-called) 


laws by which -he attempts to ex- 
plain the changes which he thought 
had taken place in the development 
of life from the earlier forms to 
man. One of these is called "Na- 
tural Selection" or "Survival of the 
Fittest," his argument being that a 
form of life which had any charac- 
teristic that was beneficial had a 
better chance of survival than a 
form of life that lacked that char- 
acteristic. The second law that he 
assumed to declare was called Sex- 
ual Selection," by which he attempt- 
ed -to account for every change that 
was not accounted for by Natural 
Selection. Sexual Selection has been 
laughed out of the class room. Even 
in-his day Daryrin said (see note to

scientific synonoym for the old- 
fashioned word "guess." If Mr. 
Darwin had advanced his views as a 
guess they would not have survived 
for a year, Irjt they have floated 
for half a century, bupyed up 'by 
tho 
inflated 
word 
"hypothesis." 


When it is understood that "hypo- 
thesis" means "guess," people-will 
inspect it more carefully before ac- 
cepting it. 


No Support in the Bible 


Tho second objection to Darwin's 


guess is that it has not one syllable 
in the Bible to support it. This 
ought- to make Christians cautious 
about accepting it without thorough 
investigation. The Bible not only, 
describe's man's creation; but gives 
a reason for -it; man-is a part of 
God's plan and is placed on earth 
for a purpose. 
Both the Old and 


New Testament deal with man and 
with man only. They tell 'of God's 
creation of him, of God's dealings 
with, him and of God's plans for 
him. Is it not strange that a Chris- 
tian-will accept Darwinism as.a 
substitute for- the Bible when the 
Bible not only does not 
support

The latest word that we have on 


this subject comes from Professor- 
Bateson,-a high English authority, 
who journeyed all the way from 
London to Toronto, Canada, to ad- 
dress, the:American.Association for 
the Advancement, of 
Science .'the 


28th .day of last December. ;.His 
speech, has. been^published in full in 
the January issue' of Science. 


Professor Bat'eson is.an evolution- 


ist, but he 'tells : with real pathos 
how every effort to discover the 
origin of species has fv.iled.. 
He 


takes up different lines of investi- 
gation, commenced hopefully but 
endng- in)disappointment.' He con- 
cludes by sayinf ,."Let us then pro- 
claim in precise and unmistakable 
language that our faith in evolution 
is unshaken," and then he adds, 
"our doubts are not as to the real- 
ity or truth of evolution, but ns to 
the origin of species, a technical, al- 
most domestic proWem. Any day 
that- mystery may" be solved." Here 
is optimism at its maximum. They 
-fall back on faith. They have not 
yet found the origin of species, and 
yet how can evolution explain life 
unless it can account for change in 
species? Is it not more rational 
to believe in creation of .man by 
separate 'act of God than to believe 
in evolution without a particle of 
evidence? 


•Fourth—Darwinism is not only 


without foundation, but it compels 
its believers to resort to explana- 
tions that are more absurd 'than 
anything found 
in the "Arabian 
| Nights." 
Darwin explains 
that 


man's ' mind became superior to 
woman's because, among our brute 
ancestors, the males fought for the 
females 
and 
' thus 
strengthened 


their minds. If he had lived until 
now.^he would not have felt it nec- 
essary to make so ridiculous an ex- 
planation, because woman's mind is 
not now believed to toe inferior to 
man's. 


As to Hairless Men 


Darwin 'also explained, that .the 


hair 'disappeared from the body, 
permitting man to become a hair- 
less animal . because, among our 
brute ancestors, 
the females pre- 


ferred the''m.iles with the ls*\s; hair 
and thus, in the course of ages, 
bred the hair off. It is Uavdiy nec- 
essary to-point out that •'.hose ex- 
planations conflict; the males and 
the females could'not both select at 
the same time.

fact in the universe to support their 
hypothesis. With millions of spe- 
cies, the investigators have not been 
able to find one single instance - in 
•which one species has changed into 
another, although, according to the 
hypothesis, all species have devel- 
oped from one or a few germs of 
life, the development being through 
the action of "resident forces" and 
without outside aid. Wherever a 
form of life, found in the rocks, is 
found among 
living organisms,- 


there is no material change from' 
the earliest form in which it is 
found. With millions of examples, 
nothing imperfect is found—noth- 
ing in the process of change. This 
statement may surprise those who 
have accepted evolution -without in- 
vestigation, as most of those who 
call themselves evolutionists have 
done. One preacher who -wrote to

matter for himself, but that nearly

Guessing Is "Not" Science 


Guesses-are not'science. Science 


is classified knowledge,, and a scien- 
tist .-ought'to be, the last person to 
insist'upon a guess.being accepted 
until - proof "removes it from the 
field of hypothesis1 .into the field-of1 
.demonstrated '• truth. 
Christianity 


has nothing to fear .from any truth; 
no fact • disturbs' the Christian re- 
ligion or the Christian." It is th'e 
unsupported 'guess that is substi- 
tuted for. science • to which opposi- 
tion is'made, and 1 think the.objec- 
tion is a valid one. 


But, it may be asked, why should 


one 
object 
to 
Darwinism 
even. 


though it is not true? This is a 
proper,.-question and ..deserves a 
candid' -answer.. There are many 
pruesses which arc perfectly ground- 
less and at the same time- entirely 
harmless; and it-is yiofc-worth while 
to worry, about .a.guess or to disturb 
the guesser so 'long as his guess 
does not harm others. 


The 'objection to Darwinism is 


that it is harmful, as well as ground-, 
less. -It entirely changes one's view 
of life;and undermines faith in the 
Bible. Evolution has'no .place for 
the miracle or' the supernatural. . It 
flatters-the egotist to be told that 
there is nothing his mind cannot 
understand. Evolution- proposes to

by making -it the 'explanation of 
everything that is known. Creation 
implies a Creator, and the . finite 
mind cannot comprehend the Infin- 
ite. We can understand some things, 
but we run' across mystery at. every 
point.. Evolution attempts to solve 
the mystery of "life by.suggesting'-a 
process of development'commencing 
"in the dawn.of time" and coritinu--' 
ing interrupted up until now. Evo- 
lution does not'explain', creation; it 
simply diverts attention from it''by 
hiding it behind eons of time. If 'a 
man accepts Darwinism, or evolu- 
tion applied to man and is consistent 
he rejects the miracle and the super- 
natural as impossible. 
He. com-' 


mences 'with the* first, .chapter 
.of.- 


Genesis'and blots out.the .Bible 
story of roan's creation,'not because-', 
the 
miracle is 
inconsistent - with 


evolution: If he is-consistent,-he 
will go through the.Old Testament 
step by'step and cut'all' th'e''mir- 
acles and'all the supernatural.

Evolution and-God 


Most of the evolutionists are ma- 


terialists; some admitting that they 
are atheists, others 'calling'them- 
selves agnostics. Some call .them- 
selves "Theistic Evolutionists," but 
the theistic evolutionist puts God 
so far away that' He ceases to be a 
present influence in the life. Canon 
Barnes of Westminster," some two 
lyears ago, interpreted.evolution as 
to put God back of the time -when 
'the electrons came out of "stuff" 
and combined' (about 1740 of them) 
to form an atom. Since then, ac- 
cording to Canon Barnes, things 
have been developing to God's plan 
but without God's aid. 
.. It requires measureless credulity 
to enable one to 'believe that, all 
that we see about us came by 
chance, by a series .of happy-go- 
lucky accidents. If only an .infinite 
.God could have formed hydrogen 


and oxygen and united them in just 
the right proportions 
to produce 


water—the daily nee'd of every liv- 
ing thing—scattered among the 
flowers all the colors of tte rainbow' 
and every variety of perfume, ad- 
justed the mocking, bird's throat to 
its musical, scale,;and; fashioned^ a 
soul for man, why. should we want 
to imprison God in an impenetrable 
post? .This is.ajiyjng world.. Why 
not a'living God upon the throne? 
Why not allow Him to work now? 


Theistic evolutionists insist that 


they magnify God.when they credit 
Him with devising evolution as a 
plan of development. They some- 
times characterize the Bible God as 
a "carpenter-god," who is described 
as repairing his work from time to 
time at man's request. The ques- 
tion is not whether God could havi 
made the world according .to the 
plan of evolution—of course, an all- 
powerful God could make the world 
as He pleased. The, real question 
is, Did God use evolution as His 
plan? 
If it could be shown that 


man, instead of being made in the 
image of God, is a development of 
beasts we would' have to accept it, 
regardless of its effect, for truth is 
truth and must prevail. But when 
there is no proof we have a right 
'to consider the.effect of the accept- 
ance of an unsupported hypothesis. 


Darwin's Agnosticism 


Darwinism made an agnostic out 


of Darwin. When he was a young 
man he believed in God; before he 
died he declared that the beginning 
of all things is a mystery insoluble 
by-us. When he was a young man 
he believed in the Bible; just before 
his death he declared that he did 
not believe that, there had ever 
been any revelation; that banished 
the Bible as the' inspired Word of 
God, and, with it, the 
Christ of 


whom1 the Bible tells. When Dar- 
win was young he believed in a fu- 
.ture life; before he died he declared 
that each must decide the question 
for himself from vague, uncertain 
probabilities.

And then he brought the roost

fully believe, been developed from 
.a'mind as-low as. that possessed by 
thb lowest animals-be trusted when 
it draws such grand conclusions?" 
He brought mari down to the brute 
level and then judged man's mind 
by brute standards. 


This is Darwinism. This is Dar- 


win's own testimony against him- 
self. ••-If Darwinism could make an 
agnostic of Darwin, what is-its ef- 
fect likely to be- upon students to 
whom Darwinism is taught at the 
very age when they are throwing 
off parental. authority and becom.- 
irig independent.?

Professor 
Leaba, who teaches 


psychology at Bryn Mawr, Penn- 
sylvania, wrote a book about 
six 


years ' ago entitled "Belief in God 
and Immortality" (it can be ob- 
tained, from the. Open Court Pub- 


lishing Company, Chicago), in which 
he declared that-belief in.-God and 
immortality j« dying: .out among: the 
educated classes. As proof of this 
he gave the results which'he ob- 
tained by submitting:" questions to 
prominent scientists in the United 
States. ' He says" that' he 
found 


that more than-half/of- them, ac- 
cording to their own answers, do 
not believe in "a "personal'God .or a 
personal'immortality.: • To-Teinf orce - 
his- position, he :sent questions to 
•students of-nine: representative'.col- 
leges and'-found that unbelief 
in- 


creases from 15:per cent, in the 
freshman year to -30 per cent, 
in- 


the junior class, and to .40 to 45 per' 
cent, (among the men) at gradua- 
tion. This he attributes to'the in- 
fluence of the" scholarly, men under, 
whose instruction they pass'in col- 
lege.. 
Religion Waning ~ Among Children. 


Any one desiring to verify these 


statistics'can do so by inquiry at 
our leading State institutions and. 
even among some-of our religious, 
denominational colleges. 
^ Fathers 


and mothers complain of th?:r chil- 
dren losing their interest in religion 
and speaking lightly of the Bible. 
This begins when ti-ey ccme under 
the influence of a teacher who ac- 
cepts Darwin's guess, ridicules the 
Bi-ble story- of creation- and in- 
structs the-child upon the basis of 
the brute theory. 
In Columbia a 


teacher began his course.in geology 
by telling the children to lay aside 
all that they had learned in Sunday 
school.

A teacher in the University 
of Wisconsin tells his students that 
the Bible is a collection of myths. 
Another state university professor 
diverts a dozen young men from the 
ministry and the President' of a 
prominent state 
university 
tells 


his students in a lecture on relig- 
ion to throw away religion 
if it 


does not harmonize with the teach- 
ing- of biology, phychology. &c. 


The -effect of Darwinism is seen 


in the pulpits; men of- prominent 
denominations deny the virgin birth 
of Christ and some even His resur- 
rection. Two Presbyterians, preach- 
ing in New York State, recently 
told me that agnosticism was- the 
natural attitude of old people. Evo- 
lution naturally

values.

Christians do not object to free- 


dom of speech; they believe thai 
Biblical truth can hold its own in 'a 
fair field. They concede the righl 
of ministers, to pass from belief, to 
agnosticism or atheism, but tb«y 
contend that they should be honest 
enough 
.to 
separate - themselves 


from the ministry and not attempt 
to, debase the religion., which they 
profess. 
. And so in the matter of educa- 
tion. Christians do not dispute the 
right of any teacher to be agnostic 
or atheistic, but Christians' do deny 
the right of agnostics and atheists 
to use the public school as-a forum 
for the teaching of their doctrines.

"Rev. Mr. Hunt has scented dan- 


ger: he is on the trail of the Pope 
and the priests. The last couple of 
weeks he has taken a fall out of the 
Bible. 
The Pope and the priests 


follow as a sequence. The Pope and 
the Bible are contemporaneous, but 
the Pope holds priority by about 
one hundred years and both Pope 
and Bible antedate Christianity. 


"Mr. Hunt took up the scent quite 


a while ago. He knew of'the p'ans 
of the Catholics prior to the World 
War. He was' well aware.of the 
machinations of'the'Pope and the 
Catholics in 1917, when this coun- 
try entoed into the World War. He 
saw Catholic priests and Catholic- 
soldiers and Catholic nurses from 
every city, every village and every

TORCHLIGHT DAYS 


Do you remember when the democrats erect- 


ed a campaign "Wigwam" on Monpna avenue 
where the Orpheum theatre now stands during 
the Cleveland campaign in 1S84? They had 
torchlight parades in those days and the Demo- 
cratic uniforms used were blue oil cloth capes 
with red trimmings and a cap of the same ma- 
terial made after the fashion of a civil war 
military cap. 
The republican capes were red 


with blue trimmings. The torch was. carried 
over the shoulder and was a smoky oil affair. 
The last big torchlight' parade was after the 
Harrison election in 1888 and was many blocks 
long, marching clubs coming from many adja- 
cent cities to take part. Blaino Rusk, son of 
Governor Jerry Rusk, led the 'last division and 
behind him walked a lot of boys headed by a 
transpcrancy with the wording: 


"In 1896. We'll Help 
Put the Democrats

Your 
headline last night reading, "Bryan's attack- on 
Evolution Flayed as Medievalism During Edu- 
cator's Session in Chicago," is characteristic. 


If the statement credited to these educators 


is correct, then they stand to be corrected. 
There is a cock-suredness in - these and similar 
statements that make ona think of the Irish- 
man's motto for the entrance to a graveyard:— 


:We've come to stay." The amazing thing to 
me is the revelation,.that so-called learned, men 
are not aware that that part of evolution which 
asserts and- teaches - man's brute ancestry -is 
fast being discredited by the common sense of 
the world, and that it has'been disowned by an. 
increasing company of the 
intellectual elite. 


This "Theory," never more than an hypotheses, 
ir, even less of an hypotheses than it was when 
Darwin announced it to the world, and the day 
is not far distant, when it will have been rele- 
gated to tho museum of venerable antiquities. 


To rail Mr. Bryan a .Medievalist because he 


voices the world's antagonism against the idea 
of automatic evolution, being responsible for the 
realms of life, 'and which seemingly eliminates 
th'e Deity from the work of creation—rather 
glorifies Bryan, and reflects on the shortsight- 
edness and ignorance of his accusers. A real 
medievalist was at least a man who believed in 
i personal God, and. our moral accountability to 
Mini.

Cimabue and above all, Giotto, and such liter- 
ary men as the authors of Arthur legends, and 
the Nibelungen, the Meistersinger, the Min 
nesingers, the Trabadours and Trouveres, and 
above all Dante, who is considered one of th< 
greatest literary men of all time. To this pe 
riod belongs also the great St. .Francis, the trui 
father of the Renassiance. These names migh' 
be multiplied, but* space forbids. I only wish 
to- say that -we have no men today nor have we 
had for a century past, who has had the ere 
ative genius of a Dante and a Roger Bacon, and 
since Christ, no saint has trod, the earth with 
deeper piety or • wider influence both in the 
Catholic and Protestant world, than "the littl 
poor man of Assissi." It is in poor grace -to 
call Bryan a medievalist, for ?t is the medieva 
faith and spirit that has given us many of the 
things that'are really worth while in our civili 
zation today.

Nowadays the quarrel is/not with 
scientific facts, but with unsupported specula- 
tions. Science deserves nothing.short of rever- 
ence for it marvels of truth, ..but the silly credu-
